Chavis Denies Allegations 


NAACP executive director Benjamin F. 
Chavis Jr., has denied allegations of sexual 
harassment made by a former administra- 
tive assistant, saying that he entered intoa

_ | fo shield the 85-year-old civil rights organi 
zation from “false and slanderous allega- 
tions.” The ex-worker, Mary E. Stansel, 
filed suit in June claiming that Chavis and 
the NAACP failed to comply with a settle- 
ment reached last November in which she 
was to receive as much as $330,000 in 
fornot 
discrimination complaint. Chavis denied 
“all allegations set forth in the lawsuit. Any 
allegations of sexual harassment are par-

In et lawsuit, Stansel said 
that under the terms of the settlement she 
was to receive $50,000 in two installments, 
followed by $5,400 monthly for six months.

30th, Stansel has been given $82,400, of 
that amount , $64,000 came from NAACP

CHICAGO—The NAACP’s 85th Annual 
Convention has vowed to fight the weaken- 
ing of African American voting power that 
could result from the Supreme Court’s land- 
mark 1993 decision of Shaw vs. Reno, which 
found racial redistricting to be unconstitu- 
tional. 

The ruling concerned the legality of two 
predominately black North Carolina Con- 
gressional districts that had been shaped to 
grant more blacks voting power. 

The existence of such “minority-majori- 
ty” voting districts had been credited with 
greatly assisting the expanded numbers of 
black elected officials currently serving in 
Congress. That numbers grew from 22'to 40 
during the congressional elections in 1992

Inareport, Education Commissioner Leo 
Klagholz said that the district has yet to meet 
standards in financing, attendance, basic skills 
testing and affirmative action. He noted that 
the Jersey City school system has adopted 
structural and curricular reforms in the past 
five years but said that monitoring would 
determine the success rate of these changes. 

“Although much has been accomplished 
in Jersey City, there is more to be done,” 
Klagholtz said. “Valuable lessons have been 
learned from evaluating this first state-oper- 
ated district.” 

He said that he could not recommend 
return to local control based on their compli- 
ance with all state standards required for 
certification. He also stated that the takeover 
law prevents him from relinquishing control 
until all the standards are met 

Klagholtz added that the school district 
has not been “comprehensively” monitored 
which also prevents the granting of certifica- 
tion. Following his comments the Board 
voted unanimously to keep control 

The Jersey City school system has been 
under State control since October 1989. It 


was the first to be take-over since the enact- 
ment of the law which grants the State author- 
ity to seize control of local districts which 
have repeatedly failed to meet state require- 
ments, followed by the Paterson school dis- 
trict. 

However, the law contains several holes 
which makes unclear just how the State should 
return local control. The State Board of Ed-

ucation is studying concepts for withdrawals 
and may recommend changes to the law. 
For instance, the State does not have 
authority to move in and take-over a district 
that has failed to meet requirements. The 
State must show that the district in unable or 
unwilling to meet standards within a set time 
period. Once in control, the commissioner 
may not return control until all of the stan- 
dards are met even if he finds that the district

Court again rejects 
district created to 
help blacks 
For the second time in less than a 
year, a federal court in Louisiana 
has rejected the lines of a congres- 
sional district designed to create a 
black majority. Instead, the court 
itself drew a district which is now 
only 30% black. That decision 
leaves the state with only one ma- 
jority black congressional district. 
The decision reflects the repercus- 
sions from a 1993 U.S. Supreme: 
‘Court ruling which‘opened the door 
for challenges to oddly shaped dis- 
tricts which had been drawn up to, 
increase the likelihood that more 
minorities would be elected to the 
U. S. Congress. The Clinton Jus- 
tice department said it may chal- 
lenge the court decision. Civil Rights 
Division head Deval Patrick said, 
“The court has retreated from his- 
tory, reality and law."—

Simpson’s team to 
add more black 
lawyers 


NNPA’s Los Angeles-based court- 
room reporter, Dennis Schatzman 
reports that African American crim- 
inal defense lawyer Johnnie 
Cochran, now firmly a part of the 
O.J. Simpson defense team, says 
that he is making arrangements to 
bring two other black trial attor- 
neys, Carl Jones and Edi O. Faal, 
onto the team. During a recess in, 
courtroom proceedings, Cochran, 
who defended Michael Jackson re- 
cently, told Los Angeles Sentinel 
reporter Schatzman that he had 
already brought two of his black 
associates, Carl Douglas and 
Shawn Chapman, into the fold. 
Cochran said that Chapman, a 
former public defender, “is well 
versed” on death penalty issues. 
Douglas, who often acts as co- 
counsel with Cochran on many cas- 
es, “is an all-around, supremely 
confident attorney.” Cochran also 
told Schatzman that a black inves- 
tigator will be added to the team. 
Simpson's initial decision to hire a 
popular, butall-white defense team, 
had rankledsome Los Angeles black | 
leaders. 


Health Care Reform 


A coalition of black health care pro- 
fessionals haveinitiated a full-scale 
program to President Clinton's 
health care plan passed with the 
universal health care provision. The 
grass-roots organization, com- 
prised of over 20 black groups sup- 
ports Senator Edward Kennedy's 
Senate Bill and says: “Health care 
reform is a matter of life and death 
for many Afrcian Americans be- 
cause they die at a higher rate from 
preventable diseases than other! 
Americans.” Their report says that 
most of the current problems of 
black health can be cured with bet- 
ter health program. They say ap- 
proximately 55 percent of blacks 
are uninsured or underinsured. 


“79 years ago, an all- 
white U.S. Marines invasion force 
came to Haiti and killed thousands. 
The Marines rounded up Haitians for 
slave labor and even hunted and killed 
Haitian popular hero Charlemagne 
Peralte. The Marines, who as I said 
were all-white, hunted Peralte wear- 
ing blackface. The racism of that 
invasion is almost indescribable and 
we couldexpectnearly the same thing 
today. 

“We oppose military interven- 
tion no matter what form it takes... an 
invasion is not calculated to liberate

turned Haiti into a virtual slave plan= 
tation. Thousands of our sisters and 
brothers were massacred, beaten, tor- 
tured and robbed. Many were forced 
into labor. Many others were evicted 
from their land. The U.S. rewrote the 
Haitian constitution in their favor, 
took total control of the country’s 
finances and created the murderous 
Haitian army. 

“The U.S. government has been 
ina bind for along time over what to 


do about Haiti. And it’s not for any 
real concern for the Haitian people, 
the great majority of whom are for 
Aristide. 

“The political establishment 
here has been divided on what todo 
because of all the things they could 
do, including military intervention. 
There is no one method that ade- 
quately serves the interests of all 
sectors of the U.S. ruling class— 
among them GTE and Rawlings 
who own the multinational compa- 
nies operating in Port-au-Prince. 

“Some are eager to send in the 
Marines and just take overthe whole 
country—the course of action the 
White House is currently on. On the 
other hand, there is fear, including 
among some of the Haitian bour- 
geoisie, that even attempting such a 
course would set off a popular up- 
rising that could take on tremen- 
dous proportions. 

“And this is why the Pentagon 
has plans, during the invasion, to 
surround and contain poor neigh- 
borhoods like La Saline and 
Carrefour. These are strongholds of 
support for Aristide and the popular 
movement. There are many areas 
like these across Haiti,” Chin told 
the crowd. 

Ben Dupuy, the former Ambas- 
sador-at-large for the Aristide gov- 
ernment, exposed U.S. government 
support for the 1991 coup that 
overthrew President Aristide.

It is a tragedy that escalating vi- 
olence inour community has prompt- 
ed some to suggest that black males 
should be placed on a list of “endan- 
gered species.”

Dr. Holland’s research revealed 
that our young men are failing school 
in record numbers. He believes their 
failure to stay in school is responsi- 
ble, in part, for escalating violence.

SBA Regional Administrator 
Thomas M. Bettridge said no prede- 
termined percentage of equity is re- 
quired from the borrower, and a lack 
of full collateral is not necessarily a 
determining factor in the approval 
for a LowDoc loan. 

LowDoc relies heavily ona lend- 
er’s experience in judging a borrow- 
er’s credit history and character, ac- 
cording to Bettrige. “The approval 
process will focus on character, cred- 
it and business experience,” he said. 
“A borrower must show the ability to 
repay debts, as shown through his 
personal or business credit history 
and by past or projected cash flow 
before they can be considered a can- 
didate for a LowDoc loan,” Bettrige 
added. 

He also said that simplifying the 
application process will increase re- 
sponse time and allow the SBA to 
reach out to many more small busi- 
ness owners in need of capital. 

US Senator Frank Lautenberg (D- 
NJ) said the SBA is making signifi- 


COAH adopts regional 
income limits for 1994 


TRENTON—The Council on Afford- 
able Housing (COAH) adopted 1994 
income limits on a regional basis at 
its July 20th meeting. The income 
limits are used to determine the eligi- 
bility of low and moderate income 
households for Mt. Laurel housing, 
toprice new sales and rental units and 
to index the maximum resale price of 
existing affordable sales units. 

Low income is below 50 percent 
of median, while moderate income is 
between 50 and 80 percent of median. 

No increases in maximum sales 
prices shall be permitted except in 
Hudson and Warren counties, ac- 
cording to Art Bernard, COAH’s 
executive director 

“Affordable rents can be raised a 
maximum of 2.6 percent, based on 
the U.S. Consumer Price Index (CPI) 
for housing,” said Bernard. “Howev- 
er, low income tax credit develop- 
ments čan increase rents based on the 
low income tax regulations.” 

Previously, COAH provided sep- 
arate income limits for each county 
even though the Mt. Laurel obliga- 
tion is aregional housing obligation 
By treating each county differently, 
the same unit in the same region 
designed to address the same 
housing obligation could be priced 
$30,000 differently 

Bernard said the individual county 
approach also created competitive 
disadvantages for regional contribu- 
tion agreements since cities in some 
counties would be required to create 
much less expensive housing units 
than other cities within the same 
housing region. COAH believes 
that the regional approach to in- 
come limits is more logical and 
equitable, he said. 

For example, in region one, 
Bergen, Hudson, Passaic and Sussex 
counties, the median income for a 
four-person household is’ $52,730. 
To be eligible for moderate income 
housing, a four-person household 
could earn between $42,184 and 


$26,365. Households earning be- 
low the $26,365 figure would be in 
the low income bracket. 

Since the income limits in 1993 
for Bergen and Passaic counties were 
higher than the new figures, munic- 
ipalities in those two counties can 
continue to offer housing units to 
households that qualified under the 
1993 HUD income limits until the 
regional income limits equal or 
eclipse the 1993 HUD income limits, 
said COAH’s executive director. 

“COAH did this,” Bernard said, 
“because if homeowners were forced 
to sell to people at much lower in- 
comes, they would have great diffi- 
culty inselling the units. Also, COAH 
was concerned about people who re- 
lied on the fact that they were pre- 
viously income eligible now be- 
ing told that they no longer qualify 
for affordable housing because of the 
lower regional number.” 

In housing region two, Essex, 
Union, Morris and Warren counties, 
the median income for a four-person 
household is $56,000. Thus, a family 
earning between $44,800 and $28,000 
is considered eligible for moderate 
income housing. Households earn- 
ing less than $28,000 may be eligible 
for low income housing. 

The income limits for region 
three, Hunterdon, Somerset and 
Middlesex counties, remained the 
same as 1993: $61,300 median, 
$49,040 moderate limit and $30,650 
low income limit. 

While the percentage of increase 
from 1992 to 1993 determines max- 
imum prices for new sales andresales 
of affordable units, these figures are 
merely maximum limits. The real 
estate market may determine that 
owners will have to ask less than the 
maximum permitted sales price, as 
market homeowners often do, to sell 
their homes. Allowable rental in- 
creases will not use those per- 
centages but will be capped at the 
CPI index of 2.6 percent.

loan programs in New Jersey,” the 
senator said. 

“Small business is the backbone 
of our economy. It provides jobs tc 
millions of Americans. The LowDoc 
program will make a big difference ir 
the efficiency of the SBA loan appli 
cation process. This is the kind of 
program we need to help small busi 
nesses get off the ground and on the 
road to success,” Lautenberg stated 

LowDoc is a response to com 
plaints made to the agency concern- 
ing its small loan application process 
The SBA studied its original 7(A) 
General Business Loan Program and 
found that it consists of a paper bu 
reaucracy that was cumbersome to 
both borrowers and lenders. As a 
result, the organization launched a 
pilot project in Texas last year to test 
theuse of limited documentation loan 
applications. The success of the pro- 
gram caused SBA officials to issue a 
nationwide expansion plan. 

Under LowDoc, the SBA can 
guarantee up to 90 percent of a loan 
made by a commercial lender to an 
existing business, a business purchase 
or start-up. Loan maturities are gen- 
erally up to seven years for working 
capital, 10 years for machinery 
and equipment and up to 25 years 
for real estate. 

Interest rates are negotiated be- 
tween borrowers and lenders and are 
set at market rates, subject to SBA 
maximums of 2.25 points above the 
prime rate for loans less than seven 
years maturity and up to 2.75 points 
for longer terms. Loans under $50,000 
may be subject to higher rates. 

Borrowers must use loan pro- 
ceeds for working capital, expansion, 
renovations, as well as purchasing a 
business, machinery and inventory.

She became president of the col- 
lege in 1989.
